Workingmeu Members Criticized for 
Leadiugr the Striking Miners 
Astray. 

London, Sept. 20 In the House of Com- 
mons to-day questions were asked regarding 
" chakla women " in the Indian canton- 
ments. Some time ago the Rarl Kiniberley, 
Secretiiry of Slate lot Liilia, appointed a 
committee to inquire into tho rules, regula- 
tions and praotioes in tho oautonmenta and 
elsewhere in India with regard to these 
women. The appointment ol the oonimittco 
was the outcome of the charges mado 
against tho Indian authorities by Mrs. An- 
drew and Ur. Kuto Buahnell, two American 
ladica, who were acting aa tho representa- 
tivea of tlie liritish committee for tho uboli. 
tion of tho Btato regulation of vice. Tho 
object of t!io committee was to ascertain 
hou- far the practice accorded with tlio reso- 
lution passed by tho IIouso of Commons in 
1SS8 in oppoaition to the compulsory ex- 
amination of tho women and licensing them 
Tho committee reported that tho system 
and tho incidental praoticos desoribod did 
not, and tho statutory rules, so far us thoy 
authorized or permit tbo same, do not ac- 
cord with tho aooeptod meaning and inten- 
tion of tho resolution of ths House of Com- 
mons. To-day Mr. George E. Kussell, par- 
liamentary seorotary of tho Indian ofJice, 
announced to tho House, in responso to tho 
questions asked on tho subject, that the 
Government would promote u bill dealing 
with the matter. 

Rt. Hon. Herbert Aequith, Home Seore. 
tary, took occasion in the Housa of Com- 
mons to-day to severely criticise the atti- 
tude of ■ Messrs. Woods, Pickard and 
Hardio, the Labor members of the House. 
Mr. Aaquith referred in strong terms of 
disapproval to the advice given by the 
gentlemen referred to to tho striking coal 
miners. This advice, ho declared, was 
leading tho strikers astray on the functions 
of tho Government in repressing riots. Ho 
urged that good scnso and moderation 
should be exercised on all aides to end tho 
strikes. Mr. Aequith announced that a 
special commission would bo appointed to 
inquire into the deaths of rioters who had 
been killed in conflicts with the troops and 
otherwise^

London, Sept. 20.— General Sir Henry 
Wylio Norman, GoTcrnor of Quoonaland, 
who was appointed a abort time ago to suc- 
ceed (ho Marquis of Lanedowno as Gover- 
nor-General ot India, liaa declined to uccepb 
the offer, Ho bases hia declination upon 
his doubts aa to his strength to fuliil ilio 
duties of Viceroy,

The Kiilscr relciiriiphs Uis Sympathy uihI 
Oilers An Imperial Castle for His 
Besldence. 

Berlin, Sept. 20.— It is stated tliat Em- 
peror William, upon hearing of Prince Bis- 
marck's illnoas, sent a dispatch to the 
ox-ChancolIor from Gucna expressing hia 
sympathy and offering him ono of tho 
Imperial caatlos for a reaidenco in view 
of tho unfavorable climatic conditions in 
Fricdrichsruho. Prince Bismarck, it ia 
said, sent a long telegram in resp inao, iu 
which bo cordially thanked the Kmperor 
for his offer, but said ho was obliged to de- 
cline it, as Dr. Sohweniger, his pbysiciun, 
was opposed to bis changing residences.

Sak Fbakokoo, Sept. 19.— By the arrival 
of tho steamship Pern from the Orient, 

camo advices from Hongkong to August 'J5, 
and from Yokohama to Septemljer 1. Re- 
ferring to the anti-foreign feeling, which 
aeenis to be growing in China, a newapuper 
writer says thut iu Nanking there was never 
a more bitter anti-foreign feeling than exists 
there now, and that it is freely expressed in 
the schools, in the streets and in tea houses; 
A day of special prayer and fasting among 
the resident missionaries has been fixed on 
whiob to supplicate Heaven on behalf of 
our fellow missionaries whose lives and pro- 
perty seem so meroilessly at the hands of 
such unjust authorities and such treacher- 
ous people. 

Bishop Anser, at tho head of tho German 
police mission in Shanting, has boon decor- 
ated with tho light blue button in honor of 
his endeavors to preserve the concord be- 
tween tho native Christians and the non- 
Christians. 

The British four-maated ahip .'Sanuirilan 
from New Yovk to Shanglmi, while 1,000 
milcH from the nearest port, eucouutered a 
terrific liurricaiio which caused her to lurch 
hc.ivilv to k'cwiird, and she failed to riuht 
herself lor honrs. When finally riyhted, a 
barrel wiia found on deck covered with 
barnacles, showing that it had Ijcen in the 
water fur u couplo of yeara. It waa found 
to contain Maraalu wino. 

The Kirchiriri district in Manchuria haa 
bfcii viailcd by a heavy thunderstorm. 
Thirty l'.nil(lini;H wiMCHtruok by lightning 
and I'iO pcopk' killed. Houses were swept 
away by the wholcaalo. 

The distress caused by tho recent iloo 
in China is mudi greater than waa at lirat 
supposed. Foirteon hundred villages have 
been destroyed in the prefecture of .Shun- 
ticn alone. 

Tlio detaila of tho floods in Japan show 
much damage to have been done and many 
lives lost. Thero have been many land 
slides and hardly a road is intact in tho in- 
undated district. 

It is stated that the real reason why none 
of the Peiyang squadron wont to Bangkok 
was that none of the B(|Uadron was prepared 
for such a voyage without refitting.

Tlio Premier was enthueiaa- 
cally welcon.ed at Chilliwack. At tho 
landing the crowd lined the dock and the 
excellent cornet band played " God Save 
the Queen," after which cheers were given 
for tho Premier and Mrs. Davio. A long 
lino ot carriages escorted tho party to the 
town, which waa decorated with overgreena 
and arches. A largely signed address was 
presented, congratulating tho Government 
on its great interest in agriculture by tha 
forming of a bureau of agriculture, and ox- 
presaed full confidence in the Govornmont. 
Hon. Mr. Davie expressed his thanks, but 
reserved liis reply till the evening at the 
banquet at the Qaeen'a hotel.

Rio de Jakeibo, Sept. 20.— Admiral Mel- 
commanding the rebel Brazilian fleet, has 

sent an ultiiiiutiim lo the authorities of the 
city declaring thut unless they surrender at 
once ho will renew the bombardment relent- 
lessly. The ultimatam caused a panic in 
tho city. Merchants and others are hastily 
gathering together their valuables and mak- 
ing preparations for flight into the interior. 
The re')el battleships arc drawn up in line 
with crews at ((uartcra and guns cast loose 
ready for action. Iho inaurgcnt warships 
nfl' Sauloa landed u strong forco of marines 
to-day. Tho severe fighting in tho neigh- 
borhcod of the city oontinuos. 

Tho Cable Company owning the line to 
Bni/il is to-day accepting messagea fer 
transmission to that country. It is re- 
I juired, however, that the despatches shall 
bo written in plain language and shall in no 
way touch upon politics. 

WASiiiNOTOlf, Sept. 20.-»No news con- 
cerning the state of matters in Brazil has 
(jomo to tho State Department in several 
days. Telographio communication has been 
suspended, and oven ofBoial diapiitchea from 
tho United States Minister aro Huppoacd to 
bo held by tho Brazilian nuthoi itie.i. Up 
to tho hour of closing this ufleriiooii nothing 
hiul hecn heard at tlio Navy Depiirtmcut 
from the United Stilci ship Charleatou, 
now at ilontevideo repairing her steering 
gear and t.ikiiig on coal..

New Okleanm, La,, Sept. 20.— The lead- 
ing colored men of tho city had a seccot 
meeting, last night, and at 1:16 thia morn- 
ing famished the press with the resolutions 
passed. A committee has boon appointed 
to call on tho Governor at once, and usk for 
troop.i for protection against tlie reign of 
terror existing in JefTerson Parish, on tho 
outskirts of tho city. A niuea meeting of 
all tho colored citii'.ona of the State hua been 
called for Monday, in thia city, und from 
tho indications, aeriou.'i trouble may be oi- 
pecled. Juireraon Pariah haa been declared 
under martial law by its reaiJents. The 
shorill', judges, Slate senators and reprc- 
aontotivea are said to bo the leiulcra of tho 
regulators, together with all other white 
oliioials. All tho newspaper men were con- 
ducted outside tho lines late last 
night, and oi'dered to remain away in 
tho future. It ia impoaaililo to learn what 
is now going on, or whether tho murderer, 
Julian, haa been captured or huaiod at tho 
stake. Tho lino of aontincla along tho city 
bonndary fired soverrl shots about midnight 
at persons who would nob halt. It ia bo- 
Uevfld that the State troops will bo called 
out. Many of the white women and child- 
ren from Jeilereon Parish have come to the 



If the present depression in tho lumber 
trade disappears, there is a atroug pro- 
bability that by this time next year Vic- 
toria will rank first among the ports of 
Kriliah Columbia in thia, aa in all other 
linca of trade. Ia discussing tho matter, 
ycaterday, Poreman Schermerhorii, of the 
Sayward mills, said that his comiiauy pro- 
pose going largely into tho business of load- 
ing lumber vessels for foreign ports. They 
had intended some time ago erecting a 
largo mill on the property adjoining the old 
mill, but had decided to wait until tho lum- 
ber trade "picked up." The present mill 
has of late been more than able to meet the 
local demand, and it is on thia account they 
have already taken a contract to load a vea- 
aol. In tho spring, if the lumber depression 
is over, the company will build their pro- 
posed new mill, which will have a capacity 
of 100,000 foot per day. For 
tho convenience of vessels of heavy 
draught, they will then e.xtcnd their 
present wharf, which haa only recent- 
Ij been made ninety feet longer, about fifty 
feet into the stream, where there will be an 
ample depth of water. Mr. Schermerhorn 
siiys in view of the great advantages whigh 
Victoria possesses over other ports, be does 
not sea why the husineas oould not be car- 
ried on sttcoessfttUy on a very eztensivd 
scale, British Columbia lumber being 
superior in quality to' that of the Sonnd. 
Mr. VV. A. Ward, who handles for Robert 
Ward it Co,, Ltd., a largo portion of the B. 
U, lumber trade, also aaid yesterday that if 
Victoria had the proper facilities for loading 
vessels she certainly would be well patroniz- 
ed by his company, for ships loading here 
could get quicker despatch, inasmuch as 
they would save almost two days, the least 
time which they generally take in going from 
tho Royal Roads to Mainland porta. In this 
respocc they would also save a big portion 
of tho towage fees. Still another great ad- 
vantage to vessels loading lumber here, says 
Mr. Ward, would bo in tho insurance rates 
which are much lower for Victoria than for 
other B.C. ports, Tho flrat vessel to load 
at the W. P. Sayward mill ia the American 
four-'.iiasted schooner William Bowdeu. She 
was towed alongaido the mill's wharf, from 
Royal Roads yesterday afternoon and will, 
it ia expected, commence loading hor cargo 
today: it is to consist of 900,000 feet of 
general building material for Adelaide. The 
Bowden is under Robert Ward & Go.'s 
charter at ."iTs, Gd, She ia in command of 
Capt. rjertlen, who brought her up from 
Han Francisco in ballast. Mr. Schernierhain 
expects to load another largo vessel in a 
abort time.

Seventh Annual Meetinsr of the United 
T:pppthet8B of. America ^Called 
■ " ' ' to Order. ' 



CuicAdo, Sept. 20. — The ttttondanoo up 
on tho parliament of rcligioue this morning 
showed some falling off. M:kny of the 
delegate's had gone to Jaokson Park in ad 
' ' ; Tanoe.o.f .the religious ,;demonatration this 
afternoon, \rhen a representative of each 
faith in tho world, boginning with the most 
ancient, is to sound tho now liberty boll 
in tho name of peace, unity, liberty and ro 
ligion, at tho aumo time offering a silent 
prayer to their respective divinities, asking 
a blessing . OB tbe.bell. Questions disoussed 
in Uiemdrnlng related to the present re- 
ligions oondttion of Germany, upon which 
CouheBernstofi' spoke ; Christian evangel- 
ization in America, rcgurking which Kev. 
D, James Brand narrated some facts; and 
'the spiritual dootrines of Islam, which 
formed the snbjeot of an intcrcstiug essay 
by Mohammed B&saell Alexander Webb. 
Rev. H. Fay Mills, a noted ovangoliat, de- 
livered a general exhortation upon "Christ, 
tho Saviour of tho World." A congreaa of 
three religious useooiatioiia waa opened in 
tho Hall of Washington. A mooting of 
Unitarians and Qu tkers was then heldt The 
papora rend dealt exclusively with church 
work and methoda. 

Representatives employing printers of a 
score or moro of the leading cities were 
gathered in Assembly Hall at the lOxpositi- 
tion grouiida Ihia niorninc for tlio aeventli 
annual convention of the United Typotbeta: 
of America. Tho convention practically 
opened yesterday, but tlio day was given up 
to social pleaaure, and the buainoaa proceed- 
ings proper were b egun tliia morning. 
William H. Woodward, of St, Louis, pro- 
aided. Among the cities represented were 
New York, Cincinnati, St. Paul and Minno- 
apolis. A fraterual delegation was in at- 
tendance from tho ICmploying Printer's As- 
sociation of Toronto, and also one from tho 
National Editorial Association. 

Tho morning's session was occupied with 
reports from the officers. It is given out by 
the delegates that in executivo ecaaion the 
convention will consider what action shall 
bo taken in view of the expected demand of 
tho book and general printers of the country 
for an increase of the wage scale. 

A prominent delegate said this morning: 
" The fiist meeting of the United Typo- 
theve was called to meet the demands of an 
organization that, in tbis free oonntry, pro- 
X posed in one partioular at least to undertake 
tbealiiirays anwisa and thankless taslc of 
regulating other people's biisineas. It was 
la the face of ,a poBsibility of a similar de- 
mand- that the present .oonveiition was 
arranged for this city." The delegates 
reached the ezpositioii grounds this morn- 
ing on board the yhalebaotc Christopher 
Colnmbnsi and it wsi'searly noon when the 
convention was called to order. 



GEARY LAW REPEAL. 

TheUethodlst Siilscopal Church Bringing All 
Possible Inilnence to Bear Upon 
CoBgresB. 

New York, Sept. 20.— -If the Methodists 
have their say, there can be no doubt as to 
the ultimate repeal of the Geary law. P»e- 
latiog to the exclusion of the Chinese from 
this country, at the July meeting of tho 
Board of Managers of the Mission Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, a resolu- 
tion was adopi.ed, asking the annual confer- 
ence of the church to follow the executive 
body in sending in petitions to Congresa, 
praying for the repeal of the law, in order 
that there might be no mistake concerning 
the real sentiment of the church on the 
question. ^ The request of the board is being 
complied with) and petitions are pouring in 
upon members of tlie Senate and the House 
in vast -numbers. The annual conferences 
of the ohnroh are now being held through- 
out the West, and will continue for a 
month. Before the expiration of that time, 
petitions signed by more .than 8,000 minis- 
ters, who repreaent'more than 1,250,000 in- 
dividual members of the church, will be in 
the hands of Senators and Congressmen. 
These petitions are unanimous in their ex- 
pressions of condemnation of the act, and 
come from all parts of the West. 

CHINESE RKLATIO.N'S. 

A Kornior Missionary Advocates the I'reven- 
tion of All Chiiit'Be Jiiiiiiif:riitlon. 

Washington, Sept. '20. — Rev. Gilbert 
Ruid, a missionary to China, who is spend- 
ing a vacation in the United States after 

ten years' service in that country, was be- 
fore a sub-committee of tho Senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations advocating his bill 
(inforoduoed into ihe Senate by Mr. Hoar, 
and in the House by Mr. Hitt), to amend 
tho Geary law so as to make the 
legislation regulating tho immigration 
and registration of Chinese aubject^ 
into tho United States conform to tho 
treaties between the tv/o countries. He 
will, if possible, repeat. hiH argument to- 
morrow before tho Ifouae Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. Mr. Reid aaya that Mr. 
Geary's bill introduced yesterday to B>ia- 
Iif;nd all iniinigraliun into the Uniti d States 
for a piriod of livo years, is right in lino 
with hia own p.-.-.jiosition, and as far ub tho 
Clilneae are concerned, he (Mr. Reid) pro- 
posed to suspend t he immigration of Cliine.se 
laborera in the United Sttuea until tlio gov- 
ernmeiita of tho two nations agree by treaty 
to reopen it. Mr. Reid aaju ho believes 
from what tho Chinese olUciala have told 
him, that their Government would not ask 
the United States to admit laborers from 
that country in fifty years. 

Bherniao Act ttepeal. 

Washinhton Cirr, Sept. 20.— In tho 
Scnatu yesterday, Squire of Waabington 
submitted an amendment in the nature of a 
substitute for" the repeal bill. It provided 
that silver bullion may be deposited at any 
mint, to be formed into standard dollars of 
the present weight and fineness, to be legal 
tender, for the benefit of the owner, but 
there shall only be paid to the person so de- 
. positing, it such a number of standard silver 
dollars (is shall equal the oommerclal value 
of the silver bullion deposited. Tho differ- 
ence, if any, between the coin value and tho 
commercial value, shall be retained by the 
Government as soignornge. The coinage 
shall not exceed 5 I,U(1(>,()1)0 per month, and 
when the gross aiiiouut reaches §200,000,- 
000 it is to cease. The dollars thus coined 
are to bo legal tender. - * i • v

Nkw YonK, Sept. 20.— Money on call 
3 a C. Foreign exchange, sterling, 4 81)^ 
for GO days; 4.80^ on demand. The atook 
market was dull again to-day. In the 
early trading prices wore generally lower, 
some disappointmnnr. having been occa- 
sioned by tho fact that advices from Wash 
ingcon did not fully bear out yesterday's 
despatches in regard to a probable early 
vote by the Senate on the Sherman repeal 
measure. The lowest figures of the day 
were generally touched during the first 
half hour of business. The decline having 
failed to force out any considerable amount 
of long stock, tho room traders took alarm 
and promptly started in to cover. 
A rise of A to 2^ per cent, 
followed. Speculation continued strong 
until shortly before the close, when sugar 
reacted 1^, and the remainder of the list, ^ 
to 1 per cent. There was little in the way 
of news to affect prices, and the market'left 
off dull and steady in tone. The total 
transactions of the day were 176,794 shares.

Chiueso Laborers Wauted to Offset 
the Couspqueuces of Japanese 
rredomiuatiou. 



Kaiulauis Birthday Celebration— lioy 
alists Anticipate the Queen's 
Early Restoration. 



San Francisco, Sept. 20.— -Honolulu ad- 
vices by the steamer Australia arrived to- 
day: — 

Public affairs are quiet and tho Govern- 
ment finances are prospering. Tho cash 
balance in tho treasury increased in August 
to $66 049. President Dole sailed ' for his 
first vacation at Kohala, Vice-President 
Hatch performs the duties of the president. 

The U. S. steamer Boston saluted the 
President on hia departure, which made a 
discouraging impression on tho royalists. 

September 2 was tho ex-Quecn's birthday, 
and was honored v.'ith some observance by 
the royalists. Horse races were held in tho 
park and many persons paid their respects 
to the ex-Queen early in the morning, but 
no interest or enthusiasm was publicly 
shown. No interest-i was ■ taken by the 
authorities pro or con. It having been 
rumored among the natives that- the ex- 
Queen would be restored upon her birthday, 
some excitement was expeotedj but they 
were told. themattiBr would trapostponed until 
the Och' iost.,' -when the mail would bring 
orders to Admiral Skorritt to replace her on 
the throne. So strong was this belief among 
the natives that they brought up fiowers 
wherewith to. decorate her path. The 
Queen herself explained to a lady teacher 
who called on her iu° reference to some 
promised funds, that she expected in a few 
days to be in funds by her return to the 
throne. Since the arrival of the mailj boat 
the event has been deferred until the next 
mail, at which time the royalist leaders have 
given out to the natives that they have posi- 
tive advices from Washington that the re- 
storation will bo ordered. The last report 
from Washington that Blount was about to 
conduct treaty .negotiations with Thurston 
acted disoouragiagly upon the royalist 
hopes. 

The Planters' Libor and Supply Co. 
asks tho Government to permit the impor- 
tation of C>J)Ot) Cliineao as agricultural lab- 
orera to ollaet the Japanese, who largely 
predominate. 

Tho annexationists demand tho removal 
from oiiicQ of all pronounced ro3'ali8ts. The 
Government is expected to pursue a moder- 
ate course to avoiding tho appearance of 
partisanship. 

George C. Becklcy, formerly a member of 
the Queen's advisory council, also arrived 
on the steamer. Ho reports affairs in Hono- 
lulu exceedingly (juict, and, to use his lan- 
guage, " Everybody in Honolulu is in tho 
court, and tho verdict is being anxiously 
aited." As a matter of course, Mr. 
Becklcy la in favor of the Queen being 
restored to tho throne; and, while he is not 
carried away with the idea that she will bo, 
ho believes tliat a better feeling wouM bo 
sure to follow in that case as against an- 
nexation, or the establishing of a protector- 
ate. " There is plenty of money in Hono- 
lulu," said Mr. Beckley, "but those who 
have it are exercising rigid economy, pend- 
ing furthci events. Whatever improvements 
are being made is done under great pres- 
sure." Speuking of Commissioner Blount, 
Mr. Beckley aaya that he had nothing to 
ly. Every move that he made was done 
carefully, and great secrecy was maintained. 
If he had any advisers, they were all 
pledged to maintain silence before consulta- 
tion. It followed that Mr. Blount always 
carried his point.

TS£! SSanONALISTS. 

We are much pleased to find that the 
attempt of anibilioiia but uuacrupuIouB and 
shallow politiciana to foater a apirit of see 
tionaliam in thia province is likely to prove 
a moat signal failure. Wo expected tliia, 
The people of this proviace have too much 
good sense and are too independent to 
allow themselves to be made the tools of 
tricky demagogues who believe that the 
qualitiea neceaaary to success in politica are 
tho ahility to \ittnr nnnaenno nnnntly, and 
an unbounded capacity for falsehood and 
miarepreaentation. These men thought 
that they oould increase their own oonsB' 
quence and raise themselves to power by 
dividing tho province into two hoatile 
camps. If thoy could only succeed in mak 
ing tho people of the Mainland jealous of 
the inhabitanta of the laland, and if they 
oould cultivate in the Islanders hatred of 
the Maiulanders they considered tbikt they 
could accomplish their purpose. But it has 
Leoomo evident that their plan will not 
work. Tho people of both Mainland and 
lelond refuao to adopt u platform \vhich 
has for its foundation envy, hatred, 
malice and all uucharitablcneea, and 
eonseqnently the demagogues and 
schemers have been obliged to change 
their tactiea. Thoy have not given 
up their intention of pitting Island 
against Mainland, but they are proceed- 
ing more cautiously, or, as they perhaps 
think, more cunningly. They, although it 
ia rather late in the day, are trying to throw 
a veil over their sectionalism. They think 
that, if they conceal it for a time from pub 
lie view, the people will be so unsuspecting 
88 to conclude that it does not exist. But 
they deceive themselves. Tho cloven foot 
cannot bo completely concealed. It will 
put itself in evidence, in spite of every at- 
tsmp to hide it. 

Tho Newa-Advertiaer, in what is intended 
for an immensely astute article, invites Vic 
toria and Nanaimo to co-operate with tho 
ai^itators at Kamloops. But the Islanders 
ace not to be caught by tho Advertiser's 
chaff. They see through the Advertiser's 
device, and cannot be tempted to further 
the designs of the seotionaliats. Our con 
temporary will find that abuse of tho Gov- 
ernment and its supporters is not tho right 
kind of bait to tempt Island Opposition men 
to fall into tho sectionaliat trap. Vancouver 
lalund is, as far as we can see, a unit in 
opposition to sectionalism. No leading man 
on it, of any party, can be induced to give 
aid and comfort to tho scctionalists. It is, 
too, wo are pleased to see, the same on the 
Mainland. The sectionalibta there form an 
insignificant clique, who have bean trying 
to malie np in fasa and noise what they are 
laolcing in numbers and influence. 

THE CONSERVATIVE LEADER. 

Sir John Thompson's tour, which com- 
menced on Monday week at Montreal, will 

bo continued until all tho principikl toivna of 
Ontario are visited. Tho Loader of tho 
Government will bo sure to ninko a f^ood 
impreasion wherever he goea. Ho is un 
omicenlly reasonable man and ho appeala to 
the reason of his hearers. He will pay his 
audiences tho compliment of assnmiog that 
they aro compoaod of intelligent and sen- 
sible men, who can appreciate rational dis- 
ouBfliou. Ilia stylo of speaking will bo cer- 
tain to pleaao the serious and thoughtful 
yeomanry of Ontario who take a delight in 
sound political discussion. Sir John Thomp- 
son, though differing from Mr. Laurier in 
many respects, resembles his clever and elo- 
quent opponent in being careful to 
avoid saying anything that can ho fairly 
considered oflfenaive by nion of any class or 
creed or political party. Uo neither fawna 
nor flatters. There is in fact not » trace 
of the demagoguo in his composition. But 
he is ever considerate of tho feelings and the 
honest convictions of his hearejs. In argu- 
ment ho i« uncompromiaing as well 
aa forcible, but in dealing with 
porsona he never for one moment 
forgets that courtesy is dne to those who 
honestly differ from him in opinion. The 
example of both the political leaders cannot 
fall to have a beneficial effect on the politi- 



cal apeakors of all shailoa of opinion in 
Ontario. They will see that men can die- 
oass political subjects ably, warmly and 
manfully, and effectively defend the party 
to which they belong without being person- 
ally abusive, and without appealing to tho 
prejudices and the passions of thoao whom 
thoy addreaa. 

There can be no doubt that tho aeries of 
uddreBses which Sir John Xhompaou and 
aome of his colleagues in the Governmeht 
propose to deliver in Ontario, within the 
next few weeks, will have tho effect of 
atrougthening tho Couaervativo party in all 
parts of tho Dominion. They will bo able 
to show CouBcrvutivea that they have done 
well hitherto in npholdinK the party to 
which they belong, and that they will do 
equally well in continuing to uphold it. 
Though they propoao to cfToot the iniprove- 
menta which tho oircumataucea of the coun- 
try require, thoy do not advocate violent 
ohaugea. They intend to continue in the 
safe toad that has led to many successes 
and they are not inclined to try new paths, 
which thoy have good reason to believe are 
unsafe. Their policy is, what it ought to 
be, conservative yet progressive. Thia we 
are sure ia tho policy that recommends it- 
self to the great majority of the Canadian 
people, and Sir John Thompson and Mr. 
Foster, Finance Minister, will, we are quite 
satistied, bo able to convince thorn that thia 
13 the ii;\turo ot the policy which they pro- 
poao to pursue. Facta will be adduced and 
principles ennunciated in their speeches 
which will prove to tho Conservatives that 
the policy initiated by Sir John Macdonald 
and followed by his successors in office is 
tho one safest and tho best suited to tho cir- 
cuuistancea of tho country. The Conserva- 
tive Miniateru will also be able to convince 
moderate Liberals, of whom there are many 
in all parts of the Domiuion, that it is far 
better for them to support the tried policy 
of the Government than to follow the lead- 
ers of the Opposition in the uncertain and 
experimental course, which Mr. Laurier has 
labored to outline. When tho choice be- 
tween tho aafo and the uncertain, the tried 
and tho experimental, is presented to them, 
it is not very dtfSonU to foresee what very 
many of them will choose. Of course much 
will depend on the way in which tho Con 
servative campaign is conducted, and with 
Sir John Thompson for leader it is certain 
that the Conservative cause will be present- 
ed both ably and judiciously. 

A DIFFIOULT TASK. 

Tho men who arc engaged in the work of 
revising the United Statoa tariff have no 
oaay task to perform. Importers ond manu- 
facturers appear before them in considerable 
numbers. The reprcBontationa that many 
of them make are forcible and not seldom 
oontra'dlotory. Those who have enjoyed 
protection under the proacnt tariff are pre- 
pared to show good reasons why that pro- 
tection shall not bo withdrawn. They are 
ready Co produce evidence to provo that pro- 
tection enables them to employ men and 
women and to give them good wages. They 
also hold that if the protection of the tariff 
were withdrawn or diminished to any con- 
siderable extent work-people would be 
thrown out of employment and waijes muat 
bo lowered. In abort, tho battle of free 
trade and protection is being again fought 
before the Committee of Ways and Means. 

An idea of the nature of the work which 
that Committee is doing may bo gained 
from tho recital of reprosenlatives of tho 
induetries that appear before them in a sin- 
gle day. On tho 15th of tho present month 
importers of hoaiery and glovoa, manufac- 
tnrers of plush and velveta, cotton yarns, 
pearl buttons, felts and straw hats, and 
also gold beaters and pearl workers ap 
poared before the Committee. Each had 
his BUggestiona to make and hia arguments 
to present. .Some hold ono view and somo 
another. Some wore indignant at the 
prospects of a withdrawal of protection and 
some were pleased with the expectation of 
an inoreaae and a more profitable trade. 
Some wanted an ad valorem duty, some pre 
ferrcd to hava tho duty specific. To frame 
a tarili that will be satisfactory to all ia a 
sheer iinpoeailnlity, and to frame a tarifi 
that, while it is fair to the poblic, will not 
be unjust and oppreasive to individuals will 
be a task beyond the skill of man to ac 
complish. 

FEAEFUL OUTRAGES. 

It ia extremely hard to form anything 
like an adequate idea of the moral and 
social condition of tlio inhabitanta of some 
parta of tho United States. Crimea tho 
most terrible and outrages the most hor 
rible, appear to be in some seotiona every- 
day oooarrenoea. The crimes are often the 
cause of the outrages and their excuse. 
This was the case in Aberdeen, Miss., a few 
days ago. About tho first of the month a 
farmer named Woodrull' and five of iiia 
children were taken violently ill, and two 
of the little ones died. It was supposed 
that poison waa the cause. The premises 
wore examined, and tluee packages of 
Hough on Bats were found in the well. A 
negro named .Jackson was arrested on sus- 
picion, but tho people of tho ueigliljorhood 
would not wait to find whether ho waa 
guilty or not. They jumped to tho con 
elusion that ho muat bo guilty, and they 
hanged him forthwith. Hut this was not 
all. Juokaon'a wife and mother-in-law were 
arrested and brought before tho Grand Jury 
After oxamiuation, which wo may safely 
conclude was not too indulgent to tho un- 
fortunate women, they were disoharged. 
But they had scarcely left the jury 
room when they wore seized by a 
crowd of ormod men and straightway 
hanged. A negro named Broylos, who oould 
not be found when Jackson was apprehend- 
ed, was, after the lynching of tho women, 
seized by the bloodthirsty mob and lynched, 
Here we have fonr persona murdered by a 
lawlesa crowd, every one of whom may have 
been innocent. To poiaon a well waa cer- 



tainly a diabolical crime, but to acizo upon 
four persona and hang them without giving 
them an opportunity of defending them- 
aelvea was a crime equally diabolical. On 
the same day as three of the Aberdeen vic- 
tims wore lynched, five negroes were ohnt by 
the mob in Columbus, in the same State. 
The men wore auapected of barniug a . mill, 
and had been arreated. The mob broke into 
the jail and shot the men in their ccUa. Ia 
the atate of society in which such crimes are 
committed far removed from barbarism? 
We fear that tho adminiatration of law must 
bo pronounced a failure in many States of 
the Union.

A Scheme for Improvins the' Source 
and Supply of Water— Immed- 
iate Beport Wanted. 

Disciisaion ou a Keport From a Com- 
mittee— Tenders for Diains— 
Eagles fer the Park. 



Thb projeot of establishing a "Merchant's 
Exobanse oinb" in oonneotion with the 
Board ol Trade, which was first disouesed 
when the new Board of Trade buildinR itself 
was decided upon, has now been taken up 
by energetic hands and will be quiikly car- 
ried to a auccessfal conclusion, lb is pro- 
poaed to conduct the club upon lines similar 
to thoac of kindred organizations in the 
East and South, a grill room being eatab- 
liehcd in connection, and the memberahip fee 
being a very modest one. How the new 
club ia rec-ivcil may be gathered from the 
fact thiit !)0 subacriptiona were secured 
from 11 o'clock yeaterduy morning to 5 in 
the afternoon, 

A VERY aiitisfaotory rehearsal waa held 
last evening in preparation for the concert 
this (Thurtday) evening. The programme 
is a good ono and cannot fail to be a rare 
treat. Several interesting features will bo 
introduced, chief of which will be a tab- 
leau of stalwart highlaudera in costume and 
with swords drawn, in command of King 
Robert Bruce, who will bo repreaented by 
the talented actor Mr. Mellon, in coat of 
mail and ancient vizor and helmet. Real 
swords will be placed on the stage for a 
young lady to perform the aword dance; and 
a aailor'a hornpipe will be performed in 
character, ia a stylo which ahould attract 
the men of the fleet now at Esquimalt. 
Taken in all the oonoerb should prove a 
great saccess. 

SoMETiMB between Tuesday's dusk and 
yesterday's dawn the "transom act" 
was once more ezeonted with neatness and 
ability, the soene of operations being the 
" Weetaide," J. Hntoheson & Co. 'a dry 
goods establishment, on Government street. 
When the robbery was committed is a L\ib- 
jeot of doubt; how it was, is told by the 
packing cusu left; atiknding in front of the 
premises, and this upon window above the 
street door. The plunder secured consisted 
of upwards of S7 in cash, the loose change 
in the till, H'"'>''^f. handkerchiefs, etc., — to 
the total value of about $50. The fame of 
the 'MVcslaide" kid glovea, the firm 
plain, inuat have been tho original nature of 
the b'urghiry ; " tlic people niuet have Vni 
if they have to steal 'em," How burj^lurica 
can be thus committed on the main street, 
while it ut tho same time ia patrolled hy 
polico and nightwatclinieii, ia a Miatter ol 
wonder. The patfohiien tliemselvea bli.mo 
the big eilver biulKts which tliey are com- 
pelled to wear on tho outside of their uni- 
foriua for apoiliiig half their work ; tho 
hadgoj Bhiuo like electric lights when re- 
Hectint; tho rays of the latter, and disoloso 
the identity oi the officers while they are 
yet blocks away. 

Manitoba papers chronicle tho disheart- 
ening experience of a young resident of this 
oity named Alexander Forguaou. He came 
to British Columbia from Soollaud some 
seven years ago, and being a canny lad, 
saved money — living in the hope of soon be- 
ing able to send homo for the girl ho left be- 
hind him. This aprinc; he decided that ho 
eoiild n fiord to take the plunge, and Mor- 
garot being willing, he sent her a draft 
sufficient to cover all her travelling ex- 
penses until ho should meet her at Vanoou- 
vor, where 'the tuorriago was to be solem- 
nized. 'I'be lassie packed her trunks, and 
biding her friends good bye, started for her 
now home. She was fortunate In finding 
among her travelling oompanions a young 
man who was kind enough look after her 
comfort and convenience on the way over, 
and atiil more foVtuunio to have him still 
with her ou tho long journey by train. Be- 
ing an approclativo young woman she was 
grateful ; nob having scon Ferguson for 
aeven years hia immage was rather dim and 
and indiatincb. In tho end, a proposal was 
favorably conaidered from tlio knight on tho 
scene, and tho marriage was celebrated aoon 
after. Jlr. Ferguson has received a draft 
for tho amount of his advance and tho 
"regrets "of his bride that was to have 
boon. 



The City Council had a special meeting, 
last evening, Mayor Beaven in the chair, 
and all tho inembera prcaout, except Aid. 
MoTaviah, who is out of town. 

AiiD. j^BEBTSON moved, seconded by Aid. 
Baker, for a return of all correspondence 
and papers relating to the extension of 
Broad street and the assessments for the 
work. Adopted. 

THE WATER Suri LY. 
Ald. BobertsoK moved, seconded by 
Aid. Munn: "That the Waterworks En> 
gineer be instructed to prepare a scheme to 
improve and enlarge the supply of water 
from Flk lake and Beaver lake; the siii.1 
scheme to include the extension of tho 'J.A 
inch main, or u main, or mains, as ho deems 
neceaaary, to tho head works; damming lilk 
lake from Beaver lake, cleaning out 
Beaver lake, bringing water from 
Elk lake to filter beds while Beaver lake is 
being cleaned ; building a d*m that will 
raise and increase the supply of water to its 
reasonable highest capacity ; also a com- 
ploto system of filter buds, and a water 
tower on top of high ground 'rn Cook street, 
with hydraulic rain itnd separate pipes to 
supply the higher levels ; to give a dotailod 
statement of all requirements to make tho 
water works succossfttl ; and also a slutu- 
mcut in detail of cost, so that a by-law can 
be submitted to the ratepayers for raising 
the funds for carrying out the work." 

The mover advocated that steps be im- 
mediately taken to purify Elk Luke, from 
which ho believed a thoroughly pure sup- 
ply could bo procured. A scheme carried 
out by a competent engineer could supply 
all the city from this source, without daiigor 
of interruption on the higher levels, and 
would also give water for irrigating the 
gardens about the town. 

Ald. Braijo would like to have the infor- 
mation asked for returnable before the next 
election, for use when the aldermen went 
before the people. 

Ai.d Bki,vk,v said many people believed 
that Elk Ijako had not water enough and 
had not head enough, to supply the prob- 
able wants of the oity, and until thia waa 
ascertained, no largo expenditure ia the 
direelion proposed would be justifiable. 

Ar.D. Mclvii.LlCAN referred to tho cxpenao 
now involved in maintaining hydraulic pres- 
sure for the service of tho higher levels, 
tuul conaidered tliat it would be well to 
avoid the expense by procuring a supply, if 
feaaible, from a higher source. 

Ald, Baker would like to see in the re- 
solution a certain time named for the report 
to come in from the engineer. It waa, ho 
said, a known fact that the water now aup- 
plied was not good, but bhcre was in Elk 
lake abundance of water to supply the city 
for the next twenty years. 

Ald, Munn thought it C[uite proper that 
tho City Engineer should be asked to sug- 
geal a scheme for a better water supply, but 
lie did not think that the Council should 
outline tho scheme to him. The engineer's 
report of last year showed that at the rate 
of consumptiou in tho eorly part of last 
year the storage capacity of tho lake is not 
suflioienb for a year's supply. If atepa were 
taken to increase tho capacity of tho lake, 
he though the supply there would be found 
to be sufficient for many yeara to come. 

Ald. Robf.htson apoko in further ex- 
planation of his scheme, and aaid he had iu 
drawing it up made all tho inquiries poa- 
eiblo. Ho waa willing, however, that the 
engineer should suggest any alterations he 
thought proper. 

Ald. BiiAG(i rose to move an amendment, 
but sat down when tho Mayor reminded 
him th it he hud already apoken, 

Ald. Hi;.N DKiisoN moved to amend the 
resolution by iiruviding that tho information 
asked tor bo furnialied by tho lat of D;;(;ein- 
bor. 

Tho resolution, witli thia amendment, was 
thou carried unanimoualy. 

TJIE MOHUN I.NTESTIOATION. 

The special committee, consisting of Aid, 
ncnderaou, Mnnn and Bragg, presented 
r report re the Mohun investigation, as 

follows : 

We do not find sulTicient grounds for 
inatiuiting ,wi inveal ignlion iuto tlie manner 
wldch Mr. Kdwurd Mohun performed 
hia late dutiea of sanitary engiiiper, ir.orc 
|)arliciilarly in connection with I lie Mclijan 
contract for coubtruetioii. Nor do wo 
think that anything which may ha,vo been 
aaid by Aid. linker or any other alderiiwm 
at Council meetings waa inlenried to rtll 'Cl 
on tho character or alnlity of Mr. Mohun as 
an engineer, and could not aerioualy all'ect 
his Btanding, uuleaa borne out by the reaulta 
of hia work, which so far aa wo can ascer- 
tain, haa not been tho caae." 

Ald Biclvia — " That ia a great dose of 
wlutewaali." Ho moved that tho report lie 
on the table " till wo all got a chuuco to 
look at it." Aid. MuKillioan seconded tDc 
reaolution. 

Ald. Stvlics moved in amendment thikt 
tho report bo adopted. 

Ald. Bklyea wished to know if the re- 
port referred to tho commiaaioners. He had 
not heard them mentioned. 

Ald. Hk.ndeuson explained that tho in- 
vestigating committee did not see why they 
ahould go into such un inquiry as bad been 
asked for, as it would have proved very 
tadioua and expensive. He thought it 
would save a great deal of bother to adopt 
the report. 

The Mayor— " This report does not place 
much ifaiportanoe upon what was said at the 
Council meeting. " 

Ald. MaNN did not think that Mr. 
Mohan had any more right to an Investiga- 
tion than had any of the aldermen ;or any 
other public servant. 

Ald. BAKEit had to thank tho committee 
for "lotting him down aa light as they have.'' 
At tho same timo ho had not ono word to 
take back of all ho had said about Mr. 
Mohun. Look for instance at what tho 
papers wore saying about himself, which bo 



had to stand every day; this waa much worse 
than anything Vlr. Mobun had ever got, 

Ald. Robbbtson thought that the loss 
Mr. Mobun said the better for himself. He 
said that a great many years ago, when he 
first knew Mr, Mohun, that gentleman had 
actually proposed a system of aewera made 
of cedar planks, ;) He had his own opinion 
of any man' who would niake'^suoh a recom- 
mendation. ■ ' ; ' i ' 

Ald. Belyea said the, committee had 
paid the Council a very undeserved com- 
pliment in suyiog that nothiog'said in thia 
Counoil could afTeot- ,Mr. Mohan. Ho 
thoiight thikt both the engineer and the com- 
missioners were entitled to ask for an in- 
vestigation into ' oharges made by Aid. 
Baker at the Council, especially suoh state- 
ments aa that Mr, Mohun favored the con- 
tractor at the expense of the oity. He 
thought the committee had better take the 
report back and put some other dress 
upon it, 

Ald Bakeb, in explanation, denied that 
he had said that Mohun was employed by 
or had anything to do with the contractor. 
Ha had stated, and he still held, that in hia 
opinion the engineer favored tho contractor 
at the expense of the oity, and Aid, Hen- 
doraon hud said tho aumo. As to tho aum- 
miaaioncra, ho did not conaider that they 
were entitled to any praise, seeing that the 
buaineaa part of the oity waa not aovvered, 

Tiio amendment waa carried, Ald.'Slylea, 
Bragg, Hendereon, Muuu and Robertson 
voting yea, and Aid. MuKillioan und 
Belyea nay. Aid. Baker did not vote. 

DRAIN TE.NDERS. 

Tenders for the Work Estate surface 
drain were opened, and found to be as fol- 
lows : Robert Diosdale, $28,879; Coughlan 
& Mayo, 926,244.40; McGregor & Jeeves, 
§25,323; H. H McDonald & Co., $28,730;

Adams, $37,738,10. An unsigned tender 
enclosed with the last mentioned was for 
S;t3,438 10. 

Ald, MoKillioact moved, and Aid, 
Styles Seconded, that the tenders should be 
referred to the Engineer for verification. 

Ald, Baker wished the Council to settle 
the mutter immediately, as tho olerk could 
make up the figures. 

A ld. HE.sDEitsoN said the totals read out 
conveyed no accurate idea, as it was the 
rutea rather thuu tho totals that the Council 
aliould be interested in. 

Tin: M.woli aaid it would certainly bo 
neceaaary to liavo tho tenders veriBed by 
some one. Ho liad never yet found tenders 
altogether correct. 

Ald. Bakkr again contended for an im- 
mediate award, aa it would noi take ten 
minutes to figuro them out. Uo asked aa a 
favor that if this matter waa referred to the 
oommittee tho tenders ahould bo held iu 
poBscaaion of tho Mayor, aa it was not right 
to give them to the City Engineer and allow 
contractors to go in und examine them be- 
fore tho oommittee could meet. 

Tljo tenders were then, by resolution, re- 
ferred to the committee. 

EAatxa FOB the f are. 

Ald. Styles said that as Beacon Hill 
park had during the past week been pro, 
ented with two Rusuian eagles by Mr, 
Brabazon, of the international boundary 
commieaion, ho would move that a vote of 
thanks be tendered to that gentleman. 

The M.vvoii wanted to know what tho 
eaglea thought about it —whether they were 
thankful. He alwaya felt aorry to see the 
birds und onimala caged up in the park. 

The resolution of thanka was unani- 
moualy carried, and the Counoil adjoorned 
at 9:30 p,m.

PiULfVOELi'iiiA, Sept, 120. — The batch of 
warnings sent out this week from the 
oxeoutive offices of the Knights of Labor 
is considerably larger than usual. Me- 
chanics aud laborera aro asked to slay 
away from San Diego, Cal., as there 
are crowds of idle white men there, and 
tliity arc trying to get rid of coolie la- 
bor. Minere are advised to stay away 
from Kentucky and Tennessee, as buai- 
□ess is demoralized, starvation stares tho 
workers in the face, and even those work- 
ing are nob making enough to buy corn 
meal and molasses. Miners and mine 
laborers are also requested to stay away 
among other places from the Black Hills 
of South Dakota, and mechanics and labor- 
era from PeiHiiiigton couuly, f'juth Dakota, 
t'ruin tho national capital it la reported thai 
idle men are plentiful, as notwithuianding the 
itati'uientM ol real estate men the timea are 
lull, i'ho miners of souiheaatern ICiiiaaa 
ippeal strongly for aid in their atnlto on 
thi' ground Ihut miiuy families are iu wuut, 
thai immedialo aid ia atjaulutely nc('eaaary, 
and that Irume fuuda ate entirely exhuuylud. 

ICullAvay i^uiaHliup, 
Belvidere, N.J,, Sept, ,20.— Tho Boston 
"Flyer," of the Lehigh & Hudson railroad, 
ran into a freight train at Lake Gennet 
about 3 o'clock this morning, killing 
Freight Conductor Herrick, of Warwick, 
N.Y. Two curs were burned and tho two 
engines derailed and thrown down tho em- 
bankment. Tho lireniuii of tho "Fiyer" 
was injured, but not Horioualy. None of 
the puasengera were hurt. Tlin "Flyer" 
ontiiiucd its journey towarda Waaliinglon 
over tlio New York & Sutquehanua WeBlern 
road. 

JudRO Cnrusl DlHcliarxeil. 
Ponx Anoblbs, Sept. 20. — On Monday 
tho State began the preliminary exammu- 

tion of iJudgo Samuel 1', Caruai before Judge 
C. \V. Brewator, justice of tho jieace, upon 
the charge of ahouling Dr. I. li. ilurrick on 
September 5 last. Tlio caau came to a sud- 
deu termination yesterday at tho close of 
tho testimony for the State, when tho at- 
torneys for the defendant made u motion 
for tlio diaeliargo of Caruai on tho ground 
that tile evidence adduced by tho Statu fully 
exonerated and juitilied Judge Caruai iu 
the firing of the fatal shot. Tho eviduiico 
was formally reported, showing Herrick to 
bo tho attacking party, ho using a deadly 
woupon and striking Caruai ropoatodly upon 
the head until ho became dazed, bewildered 
irrcsponsiblo, when tho tatul shot was fired, 
and that the whole utTray only lasted four 
or five aooonds. Tho court utter argument 
and fully reviewing the case granted the 
motion of tho defendant and discharged 
Judge Carusi, holding that he was fully ex- 
onerated and justified. . Jodgei Carusi ■ eo- 
oepted the coDgratulations' of friends and 
was helped home, as he. Is still feeble from 
the blows of Herriek's wrench.

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A HUSBAND'S CRUELTY.

Maeristrate Macrae SuapPjnfls Sen 
tenoe but Givea the Culprit 
Good Advlo^. 



A Btory of unhappin»'j8B and discord ox- 
tending over fifteen years of murriod life 
waa told in the I'r'oviuoial court yesterday 
by Mrs. John RaBsell, of Tennyson road, 
•who, finding her husband'ii repebted prom. 
ises of better behaviour only made to be 
broken, had finally appealed to the law for 
protection from him. She made her com 
plaint to Superintendent Huasey yesterday 
niorninf;, aud a aummona waa immediately 
issued. It waa served before she reached 
home, and her husband, alarmed by the 
message on the blue paper, then appealed to 
her "for the children's aaUo" to withdraw 
the information. Further promiaea were of 
course forthooming, and so Mrs. Biisscll 
trudged baok to town and informed Super- 
intendent Hussey that ahe bad decided to 
abandon the p'rooeedings. 

Bab the Chief does not do business in tho 
way BUggeited, and as Mra. Russell an- 
nonncad that her huaband would not be on 
hand at the hour aet for the eourt, Officer 
Maaon WM asnt ont for him. The complain- 
ant was informed that the magiatrate would 
hear what ahe had to Bay, Bbd it' would bo 
for him to decide whether or not tho charge 
ahonld be withdrawn. 

After a brief ohat with the woman, Mag- 
iatrate Macrae aaid that the caae ahould 
proceed, and Ruaaell being in attendance' at 
5 o'clock, the court sat to deal with him. 
He entered a plea of "not guilty," though 
manifestly in doubt at the time. 

Mra. Ruaaell told her story simply and 
apparently without deeire "to be hard on 
him." They were married, she said, in 
Scotland fifteen years ago, and removed 
from the old land to Victoria five years 
since. Russell was not a drunkard, though 
"a drinking man," and about six months 
after tho wedding commenced to abuse her. 
Beatings and curses had been freciuently 
showered upon her during all the cimo of 
their married life, lior husband, even in the 
presence of the children — of whom there are 
now five — calling her tho foulest of namea. 

On Tuesday night Ruaaell came homo 
about 9 o'clock, and called out to ono of the 
boys, a lad of 12, to take off his shoes for 
his mother to cle vn. Tho wife and mother 
said she was tired and thn boy was quite 
able to clean his own shoes, whereupon 
Russell called her several bad names. Mrs. 
Russell retorted by throwing ono of the 
boy's boots at him, though she did not 
notice or care whether it hit or missed him. 
Russell then got up and struck her a heavy 
blow on the back of tho head. 

To escape further puniahment, the wife 
then went out of the houao and walked 
around the block. She returned in about a 
quarter of an hour or perhaps twenty min 
Utea and her husband then renewed the 
quarrel, following her about and provoking 
her. Finally ho took her head in his hands 
and pressing open her mouth shoved into it 
a large roll of tobaooo which he had been 
chewing, and which he was well aware was 
inexpressibly ofifenaive to her, Thia he 
claimed was "just in fun" and hia next 
pleasantry waa to bite both cheeks with hia 
teeth, leaving marlts which were in evidence 
even when the caae waa tried. The fiaal 
act of the assanlt oonaisted of the husband 
taking hia wife's wrists and twisting them 
until she eoreamed with pain. 

All the children were crying also, and 
imploring the father to desut. When he 
did so, Mrs. Russell lay down upon the bed 
between her two little girls, whose fears she 
quieted as best ahe could. She slept in the 
house that night, and in the morning told 
her story to Supr. Huasey. 

On tho conclusion of the direct tes'imony, 
Russell expressed a wish to cross-ex inline, 
and permission being accorded, he anked : 

"About the tobacco — Didn't I ask you to 
gie' nie a kisa juat before '! Wasn't it just 
a joke ? " 

" Perhaps it w*.a to you," was tho reply, 
" it certainly wasn't to me." 
" Driu't yon ever lose your temper with 

me?" 
" Yes." 

"And you use words that yon shouldn't 

use ? " 

" Yes, when you abuse me till I'm des- 
perate." 

"Aud don't you ever strike me ? " 

" I do my best to defend myself." 

Tho defendant's statement came next, but 
it was not a denial of tho facta. 

"I admit," ho said, " that wo have not 
been living aa man and wife ahould live to- 
gether. Ic may have an ugly ending, too, if 
it goes on. I've u b*d temper when I'm 
roused, and say and do things I'm sorry for 
afterwards. I do strive to restrain my 
tongue and my hands, but remorse and re- 
gret often are too late. I'm sorry I as- 
saulted her last night, and I will not offend 
again," 

" I think it would have been more grace- 
ful had you pleaded guilty in the first 
place," was the comment of His Honor. 
** You speak like a kind of lay preacher, but 
what you say in no way weakens the accus- 
ation against you. You say you are sorry 
to-day — of course you're sorry, because you 
are hero. But you say nothing 
about the fourteen years and a half dur- 
ing which you have continually misbehaved. 
This woman's luippiness, your wife's, is 
mainly C(inl rolled liy you, and you have 
given lier abuse instead of an'eotion and pro- 
tection. The fact that you can talk like a 
local preacher docH not help j'our case in 
the least. You are now convicted of tho 
assault charged, and sentence is suspended. 
If you Buy or do aught to your wife which 
you should not I'liy or do, and it reaches the 
ears of the autlioi'il its, I will fi(uid you to 
jail for two months. 1 am dili'erent from 
you in one thing. I have never in my life 
broken a promise which it waa in my power 
to keep. I promiao you two months in j lil 
if you again misbehave. You find it dilli- 
cult to keep your promise ; perhaps mine 
will assist you,"

Little Change In Prices— Game Coming in- 
Australian Canned Beef Well 
Keeolved. 

Tho local inarkota for produoo have been 
quiet during the week past, and there are 
but fow changes to note in prices. A short- 
age in tho grain supply of the Province is 
reported, but with plentiful import re- 
sources no advance' hiM taken place. Pota- 
toes are now in good supply, and have de- 
clined about a quarter of a cent per pound. 
Tho potatoes of this season are small, and 
not of the best quality, those from tho 
Fraaer river not being dry, though the Is- 
land product has turned out' better in this 
respect. The opening of the season has add- 
ed venison and grouse tothofood'supply, and 
though these delicacies have until the 
present sold at prices much in excess of the 
quotations below, the.'li»rger. offerings of the 
lust few daya have estabUabed prioea at the 
figures given. Australian canned meata 
have now a prominent place in tho principal 
groceries, and tho report upon them is that 
the quality is very fiuo indeed, being supe 
rior to the Chicago product, which they will 
no doubt largely replace. Tomatoes have 
increased slightly in price; watermelons 
have become u little cheaper, and grapes, 
now very plentiful, show a very m*terial 
reduction.

THE NATURAL HISTOEY SOCIETY. 

Interesting and Valuable ContcDts of the 
First Number of the Journal Issned 
in British Columbia. 

Everyone interested in the progress of 
Canada's Pacific Province will welcome tho 
first number of the journal of the Natural 
History Society of Hritish Columbia. There 
is no fear of there ever being a lack of ma- 
terial for discuBsion, illustration and de- 
monstration in the realms of natural history 
in this part of the Hominion, and the tal 
ents of many a naturalist can be utilized for 
years to come in the woods, valleys and 
mountains of that glorious new land. This 
society has plunged boldly into its work, 
and such names aa Ashdown (ireen, Canon 
lieanlunda, 0. C. Hustings, C. P. Wololy 
and Itev. WasticGreen, who form tho 
publishing committee, are guarantees of its 
value. 

A paper by Mr. Green on " Tho Salmon! 
d;e of British Columbia," and another on 
" The Economic I'iahea of U-^itish Colum- 
bia," are really excellent, and will be re- 
ferred to by many an angler in all parts of 
the world aa well aa by those interested in 
the purely commercial value of fiali. A 
curious subject, has bi en treated by Cunon 
IJeunlands in " Notes on the manufacture of 
Jade implements." .These atone implements 
of pro-historio days are a curious link in the 
history of nearly every race that has in- 
habitated our globe, and the collection of 
stone implements in the British Museum of- 
fers food for thought of the interesting 
kind. This paper is illustrated by photo- 
lithography, and we see the same forms of 
axes, chisels, and hammers in stone as are 
found in such widely separated localities as 
ISrittany, ancient Troy, Siberia, New 
Zealand, Central America and Peru. 
Jade is found in lumps in some 
of tho streams of liritish Columbia. 
Two facta deinoustrated by Canon ISean- 
lands are tho universal value set ou jade in 
pre-historic and in all ages, and tho method 
by vvhith this and other iutractuble stones 
were shaped and polished with nothing but 
a thong of cedar burk and sand. This pro- 
cess is cleverly shown in the muaoum at 
Victoria, liritish Columbia, by a series 
of implements in various stages of manu- 
facture. 

Tliis lirst number of tho sooiefy's journal 
conohuleo with a list, made by Mr. ,Iohu 
Fannin, of the birds of Jiritish (^)lumbia, 
and it is atated to be probably f ir from com- 
plete, hut the compiler may be congratu- 
lated, not only on the lengthy catalogue, 
but on tlio way he has arranged the col- 
lection of birds in tho Provincial Museum. 

\ Sulljtirne Society would revel in a land 
with eucli a iield of unexplored natural his- 
tory, and many Gilbert Whites, Rays, and 
Audubons can find emplcwment in this new 
country. — ^A. H., in the Canadian Gazette.

The audience appreciated Mr. Da- 
vie's exhaustive defence of the Oovernment 
againat the malignant reports of the Oppo- 
sition and their newspapers, from 
which ho quoted largely, and 
from which anyone would think 
that no member of the Government dared

FKOM BARKERVILLE. 

To TrtE Editor,— We had a large public 
meeting hero on Monday night, called by 
the Hon. Mr. Davie, the Premier. The 

people were all very much pleased to meet 
-Mr. Davie, showing that Cariboo is not 
forgotten by tho powers that be; and well 
she should not be, for, as in early days, 
Cariboo was the magnet which originally 
caused British Columbia to be peopled. So, 
in the very near future, will the develop- 
ment of Cariboo's wealth be one of the prin- 
cipal means of opening'up the limitless re- 
aourcea of tho Province, and ao (indiug 
occupation and enjoyment for the tide of 
immigration which is (locking to the Coast. 

Well, to return to the meeting, Mr. 
James Innea was called to the cliair, and 
after the local candidates, Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Murphy, and also Dr. Watt, M.P. P., 
and Mr. Rogers, M.P. P., and alao Mr. 
Kitchen, M.P.P. (for Lower Fraser), had 
taken their scuta, Hon. Mr. D.ivie was iu- 
vitcd to address the meeting, and proceeded 
to do so amidst an ovation of api)liuiae. Hi.- 
came to tho point at once, and dealt 
with the Parliament Building Act und 
tho Mainland petition. Regarding the 
lirat lie curried tho audience witti bin!, when 
he donioiistrated tho necessity for the new 
buildings, quoting Mr. liorland of the 150- 
Mile House (a noted oppositionial ) for the 
statement that tho pre.scnt buildings are 
wholly unfit tor use und must be re[)lin;(j(l. 
'•That being the case," (luoth .\Ir. Du-ie, 
■"the Government cnnoluiied lhal what, ivuh 
worth doing at all was wortli doing well, 
and hence the Government had decided to 
erect buildinga which woro to bo a credit to 
■the Province, at its capital city, situate 
fight at tho gateway of tho country, ut 
•which point two lines of stoamcra from 
the Orient, and one from the Australias 
are alreadrconveging. Mr. Davie proved 
ithat the cost was well within the capacity 
<of the Frovinee,'and that the interest and 
sinking fund to meet snoh cost, spread over 
the entire Province, would not be' felt any- 
where. Turning then to tho Mainland pe- 
tition, ho made nunco moat of it, and de- 
nounced those getting it up, and tho politi- 
cal party who conceived it— of whom ho 
was sorry to say .\lr. Kitchen was one — as 
traitors to tho Province. Ho was thankful 
that these people had not the support of 
their own constituenciea, nor oven of a Con- 
aidcrablo nuniber of them. 

Mr. Kitchen followed tho Premier, and 
Bald tliat ho had been no party to getting 
up tho petition, although ho thoroughly en- 
dorsed it, and excepting, in ono or two 
small matters, every statement it contained 
could be ])roved. Mr. Kitclien made a 
general attack upon the Government, accua- 
ing them of fuvoritiam in tho distribution of 
publio patronage, und of extravagance iu 
public cxpondituro. Ho mado a point when 
ho said that tho Government had expended 
in roads and publio iuiprovenienta 
around Victoria Distriot and Ksquimalt 
some $20,000, but in Chilliwaok 
next to nothing, despite tho fact Chilliwaok 
hud u far larger population. Mr, Kitohon'o 
point was, however, knocked to smithereens 
when Mr. Davie, rising to reply, informed 
ibe audience (which Mr, Kitchen had not 



done) that Chilliwack was a municipality, 
collecting and expending its own real estate 
taxes, whereas Victoria District paid all its 
tuxes to tho Government, which was, there- 
fore, of course, bound to look after tho road 
expenditure. 

After addresses by Dr. Watt, M.P.P,, 
and tho candidates, Mcaars. Adams and 
Murphy, and by Mr. Charlea Wilson, of 
Viuloria, tho meeting was brought to u oloae 
by a vote of thanks to the chairman, moved 
by Hon. Mr. DavIe, jeoonded by Mr. 
Adams. 

It ia needless to aay that tho meeting was 
almost unanimously in favor of Mr. Davie, 
sonio six Opiioait ionists, out of an audience 
niniibcritig fully i^OO, being tlio only ones to 
exhibit any signs of diseoritent.

Victoria's Team Puts up the Better 
Game— To Play at (^uehec 
Saturday. 

Tho brilliant aucoesa of tho Viotorin La- 
crosse Club in Toronto and Moutrcal has 
caused a keen interest to be felt in every 
movement of the team in the east. There 
were few in Victoria who believed that "our 
boys" had a chance with the famouB teams 
of the senior league. Their performance in 
tho Montreal and Toronto matches pleas- 
antly disaiputcd this delusion, and cveryoac 
yesterday was on the keen edge of anticipa- 
tion over the game between tho Shamrocks 
and Viotorins at Montreal. It was felt
